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SHORT END OF THE STICK 
The extent to which canned hams and other pork prod­ 
ucts from European countries, including communist Po­ 
land, are entering the American market will come as a 
surprise to most of us. Last year an increase of 28 per 
cent was registered over 1953, for a record total of 99,- 
163,000 pounds. Of this, communist Poland accounted for 
almost 200,000,000 pounds. Germany, Denmark and Hol­ 
land were other heavy shippers. 
Without going into a discussion of foreign trade theory, 
it is evident that in this case the United States is getting 
the short end of the stick. Communist Poland, for ex­ 
ample, is not a market for American pork, or for lard, 
hides, tallow, etc. And the dollars Poland thus obtains 
may even be used for the purchase, in dollar-hungry third 
countries, of strategic materials which are not permitted 
to be exported from the United States to the communist 
nations. 
Even in countries which do buy some meats and allied 
products from us, the trade is severely restricted in many 
ways — by licensing and quota systems, exchange con­ 
trols, prohibitively high duties, and so on. 
The moral is plain. These heavy imports should per­ 
suade foreign countries that reciprocally fair treatment 
should be given to American products we want to export 
to them. We should have the same freedom of entry in 
foreign markets as foreign producers have in ours. 
Foreign trade, to be sound and equitable, must be a two* 
way street.

H P HE human race is a strange

rels. People can’t get along without 
one another, or with one another 
either.

life places on them. Business part­ 
nerships break up at the breath 
of failure; political combinations 
are as fragile as old china; white 
as for international alliances, most 
people have now forgotten that 
ten years ago Russia was counted 
one of our best friends and Ger­ 
many our worst enemy. 


Th# True Center 
There is one fellowship, and just 
one, which is world-wide, which 
has cemented persons and neoples 
of the most diverse kinds, which 
has endured past the dying of in­ 
num erable other bonds and unions. 
This closest of all the bonds known 
on earth is the fellowship of Chris­ 
tian love. If some romantic per­ 
son rises to ask if the bond of 
love between man and his wife la 
not the strongest tie between hu­ 
m an beings, it must be pointed out 
that the records of the divorce 
courts show that the m arriage 
bond is much less likely to break 
down where husband and wife are 
both practicing Christians, — that 
is to say, it is Christian fellow­ 
ship that keeps marriage-fellow- 
shlp from breakdown. Now what 
m akes the fellowship of true Chria 
tian love so strong? It isn’t that 
Christians are so much more tov 
able than other persons. The secret 
is not in the Christians, it is in 
Christ Why do iron filings gather so 
closely together around a magnet? 
Take the magnet away and they 


scatter easily. Take Christ out at 
the church and It soon falls apart 
In indifference and even bitter 
quarrels. “We love, because he 
first loved us,” is the secret of 
right Christian fellowship. 


Breaking Barriers 
We have many barriers in mod­ 
em life which divide us into tight 
groups, misunderstanding and of­ 
ten 
undermining 
one 
another 
There are m anagem ent and labor, 
urban and rural, adults and ado­ 
lescents, white and Negro, high 
and low salary-bracket, and so on. 
The fact is that none of these 
barriers is anywhere nearly so 
strong as was the line, in early 
Christian times, between Jew and 
Gentile, or between m aster and 
slave. 
These 
were 
dimply un­ 
crossable 
barriers. 
M aster 
and 
slave, Jew and Gentile, were not 
class distinctions, they were iron 
clad castes. The most astounding 
thing about the Christian church. 
in its fresh early years,—astound­ 
ing even to leaders like Paul—was 
that these caste-lines had been 
erased in the Christian fellowship. 
Jew and Gentile rem em bered only 
that they both loved the same 
Christ who had died for all. M aster 
and slave met as brothers when 
they 
became 
Christians. 
The 
sharpest human divisions faded in 
the light of the cross. So it is 
today. People who live in segre­ 
gated churches, whether the seg­ 
regation-line is economic of Chris­ 
tian fellowships that cross these 
hum an lines by the divine force at 
Christian love. 


Questions for Church Members 
The 
final 
test 
of 
a 
church, 
whether it Is a true church,— 
whether a particular congregation 
has a right to call itself a part of 
Christ’s true church, — the final 
test is that of fellowship. It would 
be a good idea for church mem ­ 
bers to give themselves a stiff 
exam ination on this line. Do the 
m em bers of this church treat one 
another in a more brotherly way 
than outsiders do? Are social, ra ­ 
cial, economic class-lines drawn 
between this and other churches, 
even inside the church itself, or 
is this one place where all meet 
on one common ground? Do the 
m em bers share with one another, 
and if so, what do they share? Is 
there for example a sharing in 
prayer? If one m em ber has had 
a high experience, do others hear 
about it? If one needs the other’s 
prayers, is he free to say so, and 
why? Would a stranger to this 
church get the impression that 
this is a group gathered for con­ 
venience only, or a genuine fel­ 
lowship of love?
